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ney Saints 
went on when their 
27-year spell in the top 
flight ended on the final day 
of the 2004-05 season. 

Their seven years in the Football 
League were dominated by disappoint¬ 
ment, adversity and, at times, tragedy. 
After a brief dalliance with promotion, 
things for Southampton gradually went 
downhill and they were relegated to the 
third tier at the end of the 2008-09 season. 
Things off the field, though, were far worse. 
Just six years after reaching the FA Cup 
final, the club were on the brink financially 
and looked like they could become the 
biggest name in English football to go out of 
business. 

Step forward, Markus Liebherr. 

Few - if any - had heard of the Germany- 
born Swiss businessman when he pulled the 
club away from the precipice, but he is now 
a legend at St Mary's. 


He put the club back on a sound financial 
footing, invested in the playing squad and 
announced a five-year plan to return the 
Saints to the Premier League. 
They did it in three. 

Liebherr, though, was not 
there to see it. The Saints 
owner passed away aged 62 in 
August 2010. 

Following his death, a state¬ 
ment on the club website said: “He 
would have wanted to be there when the 
Saints get promotion to the Premier 
League,” but his dream would continue 
under executive chairman Nicola Cortese. 

True to those words - and ahead of sched¬ 
ule - Southampton have overcome the odds 
to follow in Norwich’s footsteps by securing 
back-to-back promotions. 

“It’s a very positive future ahead,” manag¬ 
er Nigel Adkins said. 

“Nicola Cortese set the dream out and the 
vision to me to be in the Premier League 
within five years. 

“Since he has been here, they’ve done it in 
three with back-to-back promotions and 
we’re very, very ambitious. 

“What we’ve got to do is make sure we’re 
ambitious in the Premier League and not 
just go there and think ‘oh, well if we can just 
get enough points to stay up then that will be 
successful’.” 

Those ambitions saw the club splash out 
a club record fee of about £7m fee for 
Burnley striker Jay Rodriguez earlier this 
summer. 

His acquisition was followed by the addi¬ 
tions of Rangers captain Steven Davis, 
Gillingham goalkeeper Paulo Gazzaniga and 
Crystal Palace’s Nathaniel Clyne, with more 
signings expected before the end of the trans¬ 
fer window. 

Saints have big ambitions. 

“We’ve got to drive on, strive to be the best 
and Europe is obviously the goal,” Adkins 
added. 

“We can draw inspiration from Norwich 
and Swansea last season in how they acquit¬ 
ted themselves. 

“Southampton Football Club ultimately 
have got to be in the division to get into 
Europe and ultimately have the dream 
of winning the division.” 

Such comments will surprise _ g I \ 

many, especially those who were 
with the club when it 
was at its lowest ebb 
three years ago. 

But fortunes are 
changing at the ™

FORMER Saints defender 
Dan Harding believes that 
the club are set to “take 
the Premier League by 
storm”. 

The left back’s three-year stay at 
St Mary’s ended this summer, when 
he signed for Championship side 
Nottingham Forest, writes GOR¬ 
DON SIMPSON. 

Harding revealed that leaving 
Saints was one of the hardest deci¬ 
sions he has had to make, but a nec¬ 
essary one if he wanted to play. 

While the 28-year-old will not get 
to share in the experience of 
Premier League football with the 
club, he can take solace from being 
remembered as the initial building 
block on their path back to the top 
flight. 

Harding was the first signing 
made in the Markus Liebherr era, 
joining on a free transfer shortly 
after the Swiss billionaire’s 
takeover was completed. 

He was with the club on their 
entire journey from the dark 
depths of League One to promo¬ 
tion from the Championship. 

“I had the most amazing three 
years at Southampton,” said 
Harding, who made 121 appear¬ 
ances for Saints, chipping in 
with five goals. 

“When I joined the club I 
couldn’t have asked for a bet¬ 
ter three years. 

“It was one of the hardest 
decisions to leave with two 
years left on my contract but 
at the end of the day it came to 
down to one thing - and that is 
that I want to play football and 
that wasn’t going to happen at 
Southampton. 

“What they have at 
Southampton is very special 
and I was proud to be part of it. 

“I had some interest from 
other clubs. There aren’t 
many clubs I would have left 
Southampton for, but 

Forest was an offer I could¬ 
n’t refuse.” 

Harding thanked his 
teammates, the fans, man¬ 
ager Nigel Adkins, his 
coaching staff, and chair¬ 
man Nicola Cortese, 
while he reserved par- 
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ticular praise for first- 
team coach Dean » j 
Wilkins, pictured right, ♦ 
who he also knew from 
their days together at | 
Brighton.

BRING ON THE 


GIRLS! 


THEY are tenacious, fleet of foot 
and a joy to watch. Did I men¬ 
tion that they are girls? 

The Olympics has given women’s 
soccer the perfect platform to raise 
the profile of their game. I must con¬ 
fess I had many doubts as to their 
ability to find a niche in a male-dom¬ 
inated sport. 

This was put to rest by the out¬ 
standing semi-final between USA 
and Canada. An Old Trafford clas¬ 
sic, won 4-3 by the Americans, it 
more than demonstrated the 
improvement of the women’s game. 

This improvement has also been 
reflected in the attendances. A stag¬ 
gering 73,584 saw Team GB beat the 
favourites Brazil at Wembley during 
the group stage and that had fol¬ 
lowed two games at the Millennium 
Stadium with healthy crowds of 
24,549 and 31,141. 

The disappointment for GB was 
the loss to Canada 2-0 at Coventry. 
The support for the women’s game 
can be put into perspective by the 
fact that 28,828 were in attendance at 
the Ricoh Arena. 

Compare that with GB’s last game 
against Canada in last year’s Cyprus 
Cup, played in front of just 30 people! 

The USA v Japan 
final did its best to 
reach the giddy 
heights of USA v Canada. 

I was glued to my seat, not 
wanting to miss a moment. 

The honesty and commitment 
shown in both matches was a cred¬ 
it to the teams and the women’s 
game as a whole. 

USA v Canada had everything 
you could hope for as well as a 
brilliant hat-trick by Canada’s 
prolific scorer Christine 
Sinclair, which took her tally 
for her country to 143 goals. 


The USA side refused to lie down, 
scoring three equalisers before Alex 
Morgan’s dramatic winner in the 
last minute of extra time 
allowed them to reach their x 
fifth successive Olympic final. \ 

Individuals to catch the eye ^ 
during the tournament includ¬ 
ed the remarkable Sinclair ably 
assisted by her teammate 
Melissa Tancredi, who controlled 
the Canadian midfield for long pas¬ 
sages of play. 

USA’s Abby Wambach added to 
her outstanding record by slotting 
home a penalty to level the scores at 
3-3. 

But the outstanding individual for 
the USA was midfielder Megan 
Rapinoe, not only in scoring two 
goals but for a work rate aligned 
with a good soccer brain that made 
her stand out in a very useful team. 

Two excellent strikes by Carli 
Lloyd overcame the courageous 
Japanese in the final in front of a 
record 80,203 at Wembley. 

Japan battled till the end and were 
rewarded with a late goal, but the 
USA were strong enough to hold on 
to a record fourth Olympic title to go 
with their wins in 1996, 2004 and 
2008. I make no apologies for

The Blues, who play Saints in 
a season-opener at the Etihad 
Stadium next Sunday (Aug 19, 
4pm), headed into this week¬ 
end’s Community Shield show¬ 
down with Chelsea at Villa Park 
still to make a summer signing. 

One transfer target, Eden 
Hazard, will be in the opposition 
ranks, whilst a second, Robin 
van Persie, looks to be bound 
for Manchester United. 

Mancini is still hoping to 
secure the services of Daniel 
Agger and Daniele de Rossi 
before the new campaign 
begins against Southampton. 

However, even if he manages 
it, Mancini feels precious time 
will have been wasted. 

“When you win something it is 
important to improve,” he said. 

“But you should not buy new 
players 10 days from the end of 
the window. It should be two 
months.

Mancini has expressed his 
frustrations with sporting direc¬ 
tor Brian Marwood. Yet the situ¬ 
ation is not as straightforward 
as the Italian would like to 
believe. 

It is fairly obvious City have 
the finances to fund any deal. 
However, Marwood is having to 
juggle the demands of meeting 
UEFA’s Financial Fair Play regu¬ 
lations. 

It is why United are set to prof¬ 
it from the arrival of Van Persie, 
which Mancini believes will only 
make them stronger. So good in 
fact that Mancini feels United 
are favourites to win the title, 
with his team as low as fourth. 

As Balotelli and David Silva 
only returned to training six 
days ago, they were unlikely to 
start against Chelsea. 

In addition, England duo 
Gareth Barry and Micah 
Richards have been ruled out 
with abdominal and ankle com¬ 
plaints respectively. 

The bad news for Saints is 
that skipper Vincent Kompany is 
expected to shrug off a calf 
complaint that forced him to fly 
home from his club’s Far East 
tour.

IPs hats off to new 



SAINTS fans who love a 
bit of nostalgia as much 
as the current day goings 
on at St Mary’s have been 
well served in recent 
years by the publication 
of numerous books. 

And another one has hit the 
shelves this week. 

‘Suited and booted ’ is 
described on the front cover 
as ‘A snapshot of pre-war 
Southampton FC in pic¬ 
tures’. 

There are double page 
spreads on every season, 
starting from St Mary’s FC’s 
first season in 1887/88 and 
ending in 1939/39. 

Author Duncan Holley has 
included team pictures from 
every one of those seasons, 
plus numerous other, fasci¬ 
nating archive Saints related 
photographs. 

As always, the photos are 
as much social history as 
sporting history, showing 
how times have irrevocably 
changed. 

For example, a photo of 
Saints fans in a game against 
Swindon in 1913/14 shows 
one supporter taking a swig 
from a bottle of something. 

Hopefully the small boy in 
the front row of seats could 
see more than the picture 
suggests he might! 

Another of the pictures 
reproduced here shows fans 
sitting on a roof and a terrace 
wall during a game against 
Everton in 1907/08. 

What would Health and 
Safety officials make of that 
these days! 

John Sillett, the man best 
remembered for managing 
Coventry City to FA Cup 
glory in 1987, has con¬ 
tributed a foreward to the 
book. 

The reason being is that 
Sillett’s dad, Charlie, signed 
for Saints in the 1930s. 

Sillett had only ever seen a 
handful of pictures of his dad 
- who was to die in the sec¬ 
ond World War - in a Saints 
strip. 

“So I was amazed to discov¬ 
er that this book has 12 pho¬ 
tos in which dad appears,” he 
writes. 

Sillett was at St Mary’s last 
April to see Saints win pro¬ 
motion to the Premier 
League with a 4-0 win over 
his former club, Coventry. 

“Some Sky Blues fans spot¬ 
ted me and chanted my 
name,” Sillett writes. 

“Some adjacent home fans 
applauded - seemingly 
acknowledging my 



Southampton origins. 

“Now they can follow the 
Saints career of my father, 
as told in the photograph’s 
of Duncan’s most revealing 


book.” 

Holley writes: “This book 
attempts to bring 
Southampton’s pre-war 
years into focus through 


these photographs that 
have outlived the players 
seen in them. 

“It is a season by season 
photographic record of an 


era when footballers 
earned a pittance, wore 
boots that covered their 
ankles, played on mud-bath 
pitches, and kicked - and,

• Duncan Holley is one of 
the three Saints historians 
who currently comprise 
Hagiology Publishing, a col¬ 
lective which began back in 
the late 1990s.

EASTLEIGH are running just 
one reserve side this season 
having pulled out of the 
Wyvem Combination League. 

The club will remain in the 
Suburban League as it provides a 
much higher standard of football 
against the second strings of many 
fellow Conference South clubs.

was agreed unanimously as a 
working group that we should take 
a different approach to developing 
our younger talented players. 

“This approach includes putting 
some of our most talented 
players on contract 
and, in some 
cases, loaning 
them out to 
local Southern 
League clubs to 
enable them to 
gain experience 
playing against 
older and better 
players at a higher 
level. By doing 
this we are bridg¬ 
ing the significant 


gap between Conference South and 
reserve team football. 

“We appreciate this decision will 
disappoint some people, but this is 
another component of change the 
club need to go through for the 
long-term future and stability of 
the club. 

“The first team will always 
remain the priority. We must 
ensure the support structure is 
robust and, in the long term, pro¬ 
duce home grown players.” 

Manager Ian Baird, pictured 
left, said: “The players the club 
are giving contracts to are ones 
we believe have got a future. 

They are nowhere near the first 
team at the moment, but we 
believe they will have a chance 
in the coming years.”

“I didn’t see what the tackle on 
Sherbs was like because I was away, 
but these things happen in football. 
You get injuries, it’s just one of those 
things,” said Riley. 

“I’m gutted about what’s happened, 
but Sherbs is a positive character, 
he’s a winner and I’m sure he’ll come 
back fit and strong. 

“I rang him when I got back and we 
had a long chat and he seemed very 
upbeat and positive. 

“He’s determined to come back fit¬ 
ter and stronger and I’m sure he 
will.” 

As an ex-footballer himself, Riley 
has had his fair share of injuries and 
knows that, with a positive mental 
attitude, players can sometimes defy 
the medical prognosis. 

“It depends on how you are as an 
individual, but I’ve come back from 
injuries quicker than the medics 
have said and I think Sherbs will 
too,” he said. 

“He’ll do it sensibly, of course, but 
we’ll give him as much help as we 
can to get him back as quickly as 
possible. 

“Sherbs has got mental toughness 
and he’s still got lots of football to 
play. 

“He’s had loads of support already 
which shows how popular he is.

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“I’ve seen Sherbs around the foot¬ 
ball circuit but I’ve only really got to 
know him the short time I’ve been at 
Totton and he’s a great lad. 

“He’s an honest lad too and I know 
he’ll take the right advice, do it prop¬ 
erly and get back to playing as soon 
as possible. 

“It will be great once he gets past 
the first six weeks. That’s a big hur¬ 
dle and, once he gets over that, he 
can take it step by step. 

“I know he’ll bounce back.” 

Riley is hoping young Alex 
Baldacchino can help fill the 
Sherborne void. 

The Havant & Waterlooville striker 


scored the only goal of the game for 
the Stags at Wimborne last Saturday 
and then featured again in Tuesday’s 
2-0 home defeat by Salisbury City.

WHEN Dave Lewis was 
asked for his Sydenhams 
Premier title tip, he fore¬ 
cast that the 2012/13 
championship trophy 
would be heading over the 
border to Wiltshire.

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Hockey 0b ‘can 
him bronze to gold’ 


GREAT Britain hockey 
coach Danny Kerry 
believes Olympic bronze 
should spur on the 
women’s team to win a 
world-level event in the 
future. 

In order to create and 
sustain that success he 
believes hockey has to 
become the country’s 
premier female team 
sport but is confident 
the plans put in place 
will help do that. 

Having had a night to 
assess the achievement 
of winning only the sec¬ 
ond bronze medal by a 
British women’s team - 
the only other coming 20 
years ago - Kerry feels 
their ambition should 
know no bounds. 

“I’ve made it clear to 
these guys that you 
shouldn’t narrow 
things,” he said. 

“Your vision should be 
to be inspired by the 
likes of cycling and row¬ 
ing and sailing. If you 
think small you only ever 
achieve small. 

“I will probably upset a 
few people but I think 
women’s hockey can be 
- and should be - the 
premier female team 
sport in the country. 

“Our organisation has 
put an amazing amount 
of time and energy into 
capitalising on that and 
you have to have that 
kind of vision. 

“Whether it is me or 
someone else leading 
that in the future only 
time will tell but I think 
we can do it. 

“It won’t necessarily 
be as quick as some of 
the other sports 
because there are a lot 
of established teams but 
why not have that same 
ambition and desire.” 

Unlike the players, 
some of whom had very 
little sleep having gone 
out to celebrate, Kerry 
had a relatively quiet 
night. 

And the best thing 
about winning a medal 
is that he is now able to 
relax for a while. 

“My body just shut 
down. I laid on my bed 
and looked at my phone 
and it has gone berserk 
with messages and 1 
thought ‘I can’t do that 
now’,” he added. 

“Then, normally you 
wake up and your mind 
is straight away thinking 
‘What’s the next thing?’ 
but this morning it was a 
nice comfortable ‘Ooh, 
this is nice’ feeling. 

“I’ve not had that sen¬ 
sation in 18 months to 


two years. I hope there 
is more of that to 
come.” 

The same cannot be 
said of the team, howev¬ 
er, with captain Kate 
Walsh revealing the 
players planned to make 
the most of their cele¬ 
brations. 

“The last 12 hours 
have been a bit of a 
whirlwind and I think the 
maximum anyone has 
had is four hours’ sleep 
- although some of us 
have not slept at all,” 
said the 32-year-old 
three-time Olympian. 

“I think it will continue 
like that for the next few 
days as we soak it all in. 

“Karen Brown is our 
assistant coach (and a 
1992 bronze medallist) 
and she said to me 
‘Make sure you take it 
all in and remember it 
for the rest of your life’ 
and that is what we are 
going to do, soak it all 
in.” 

Reading team-mate 
Alex Danson admitted 
she had a sleepless 
night but it was not for 
want of trying. 

“I stared at my ceiling 
and I saw 4.45am and I 
knew my alarm was 
going off at 6.30am and I 
was thinking ‘Please 
sleep’,” said the 27- 
year-old, who scored 
the opening goal in their 
3-1 bronze medal victory 
over New Zealand. 

“But I kept checking 
my medal was still there 
because this has just 
been the proudest 
moment in my entire 
life.” 

Danson has ambitions 
to be a teacher outside 
of her hockey life and 
hopes the team’s suc¬ 
cess will inspire the next 
generation of players. 

“The reason I want to 
teach is I was complete¬ 
ly inspired by my PE 
teacher when I was at 
school,” she said. 

“My PE teacher loved 
sport and she loved 
hockey and I remember 
from the moment I went 
into my first PE class I 
thought it was the best 
thing ever. 

“Everything that she 
was I wanted to be. 

“It’s an unbelievable 
honour to have a medal 
around our necks but 
part of our work must 
be about inspiring the 
next generation and I 
think that’s something 
that these Games have 
encapsulated so per¬ 
fectly.”

GREAT Britain’s men finished their 
Olympic hockey campaign empty- 
handed after losing the bronze medal 
play-off against world number ones 
Australia. 

Defensive errors cost them in their own 
circle while a failure to properly test goal¬ 
keeper Nathan Burgers at the other end 
meant they came up short in their medal 
quest. 

While they could not match the feat of the 
women in securing a podium place the 
squad, who included Winchester’s Rob 
Moore, did at least restore some pride after 
their 9-2 semi-final battering by Holland. 

Australia scored with virtually their first 
shot on goal and it will not be one James 
Fair will want to see again. 

Simon Orchard's shot from the top of cir¬ 
cle was powerful but the goalkeeper got a 
hand to it yet failed to keep it out. 

More confusion in the home defence pre¬ 
sented Kieran Govers with two chances to 
shoot after breaking into right of the D but 
he fluffed both his attempts. 



Six minutes from the interval GB 
drew level with 19-year-old Harry 
Martin, who has had a good tour¬ 
nament, driving at the 
Kookaburras' defence and win¬ 
ning a penalty corner. 

Instead of shooting, as is 
usually his trait, Ashley 
Jackson slipped the ball back 
towards its injector and defend¬ 
er Iain Lewers swept home only 
his second international goal. 

Glenn Turner somehow got off 
a shot while prone on the floor 
which resulted in a penalty cor¬ 
ner late in the half but Chris 
Ciriello flicked wide. 

The Australia forward drew a 
close-range save from Fair early on 
after the break while Matt Daly 
did the same at the other end to 
Burgers. 

GB lost Ali Wilson to the sin- 
bin for five minutes for pre¬ 
venting Australia break¬ 
ing through on goal by 
illegally stopping the 
aerial pass above his 
shoulder. 


While he was off Australia re¬ 
took the lead when Govers' 
deflected penalty corner 
found Jamie Dwyer and 
although Fair saved his 
first shot he could not 
keep out the rebound. 

Fair came to his side's

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Hampshire 
canoe ace 
walks away 
with bronze 

JON SCHOFIELD bounced 
back from what he described 
as the worst day of his 
career to snatch bronze in 
the K2 200m Olympic final on 
Saturday. 

Hampshire-born Schofield, 
from Petersfield, and partner 
Liam Heath were not at their 
best in the preliminary rounds 
earlier in the week and qualified 
fifth fastest through to the final. 

But on the big day they found 
their best form when they need¬ 
ed it most, snatching third place 
on the line in a race won by the 
Russia duo of Yury Postrigay 

and Alexander Dyachenko, 
writes CHARLIE TALBOT-SMITH. 

And after a night of soul-search¬ 
ing for the pair, who have won 
European gold for the last three 
years in a row, Schofield conced¬ 
ed that bronze was as much as 
they deserved on the day. 

“We had a pretty tough night 
before the race and so we went 
away and knew that we had to 
refocus and get a good start in the 
final,” he said. 

“There was a tough headwind 
which doesn’t sound like much 
but in canoeing is a lifetime when 
you’re pushing as hard as you can 
and your muscles are screaming 
at you, we did everything we 


could. I know it might sound silly 
because this is the Olympics and 
it’s an amazing experience, but I 
would say Friday was the most 
horrible day of my career, we 
really raced badly, but we 
bounced back and produced when 
we needed to. 

“I'm really proud that Liam 
managed to turn it round as well 
because in the pairing he sets 
everything up for me so for us to 
come back and put together the 
race that we did makes me very 
proud indeed. 

“It was a big disappointment but 
we covered it up and ultimately 
we were the third best crew on the 
water and we’re delighted.” 


On a fine day for canoe sprinting 
there were yet more medal joy for 
Team GB as Ed McKeever took 
gold in the K1 200m event in the 
first race of the morning. 

And Schofield admitted that he 
and Heath had taken a lot of inspi¬ 
ration from their teammate’s 
superb victory just minutes 
before their own race. 

“Ever since 200m became an 
Olympic discipline we have all 
medalled so it was almost busi¬ 
ness as usual to see Ed come out 
and medal and we just knew we 
had to do our bit,” he added. 

“We have all been living in each 
other’s pockets, doing the same 
training schedule and to see Ed’s

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Mexico make 
history with 
London Gold 


Brazil 1 Mexico 2 
BRAZIL’S Olympic curse struck again 
today as Mexico secured arguably the 
greatest football triumph in their history 
by winning London 2012 gold at 
Wembley. 

Oribe Peralta wrote his name into 
Mexican folklore with a deadly double 
against the five-time world champions, 
who many believed were destined to end 
their agonising wait for Olympic glory. 

But, despite Hulk pulling a goal back in 
stoppage-time and Chelsea new boy 
Oscar missing a last-gasp sitter, Brazil 
were a shadow of the attacking force that 
had smashed in 15 goals en route to the 
final and displayed the defensive frailty 
that has long dogged them. 

In sharp contrast, Mexico completed 
their transformation from one of the most 
notorious also-rans in world football to a 
side capable of delivering on the biggest 
stage. And they could not have picked a 
better time than in front of 86,162 at the 
home of football in what was their first 
truly global major final. 

The game promised to be a goal-fest, 
with Brazil having scored three times in 
all five of their matches and their oppo¬ 
nents netting seven in their last two. 

But few would have predicted the 
fastest goal ever in a FIFA tournament 
final - also thought to be the quickest in 
Olympic history - after just 28 seconds. 

Manchester United right-back Rafael’s 
hospital pass was intercepted by Javier 
Aquino and the ball broke for Peralta to 
race goal-ward unchallenged and score. 

It wasn’t the first time Brazil had trailed 
at London 2012 and they might have lev¬ 
elled in the 13th minute when Thiago Silva 
headed Neymar’s free-kick over. 

Brazil made an attacking change just 
past the half-hour mark when midfielder 
Alex Sandro was withdrawn for Porto 
team-mate Hulk. 

And the substitute almost caught out 
Corona with a piledriver from nearly 35 
yards but the goalkeeper recovered well 
to foil Leandro Damiao’s rebound. 

Hulk was making a real impact, winning 
a free-kick that Romulo ultimately 
glanced wide in first-half stoppage-time. 

The urgency Brazil had lacked arrived 
straight from the restart as Neymar nearly 
planted a screamer in the top corner. 

Santos star Neymar skied a good 
chance from 10 yards out but Mexico 
weathered the storm and were unlucky 
not to double their lead in the 64th minute 
after another defensive howler. Marco 
Fabian robbed Thiago Silva and although 
Gabriel’s block set up an overhead kick 
Fabian smashed against the crossbar. 

Leandro Damiao had a good chance 
nicked off his toe and powered a header 
wide from a corner before Peralta rightly 
had a second goal ruled out for offside. 

Fabian almost scored legitimately when 
he nodded over Jorge Enriquez’s flick-on 
from a corner but made amends 15 min¬ 
utes from time with a free-kick that 
Peralta netted with a bullet header thanks 
to simply non-existent marking. 

Thiago Silva failed to connect properly 
from a flick on with a corner but Brazil 
were showing little sign of a remarkable 
comeback and even began arguing 
amongst themselves, with Rafael and 
Juan Jesus involved in a row. 

However, they should have staged an 
amazing comeback in stoppage-time,

TOM DALEY bounced back from 
the shock of his near-exit last 
night to qualify for the final of the 
men’s platform. 

The 18-year-old showed his 
medal credentials on Friday with a 
solid, rather than spectacular, dis¬ 
play to qualify fourth with a score 
of 521.10. 

And after the scare of the prelim¬ 
inary round, when Daley scraped 
through in 15th, his morning’s 
work offered plenty of reassur¬ 
ance that his confidence had not 
taken a decisive blow. 

While he failed to nail the high 
scorer he will need to stand on the 
podium he showed signs of his 
quality and a willingness to fight 
when he secured his highest score 
of the semi-final on his back three- 
and-a-half somersault - the leap 
he completely bombed the previ¬ 
ous night.

The former world champion’s 
hopes of a first Olympic medal did, 
however, look restricted to bronze 
after Chinese duo Qiu Bo and Lin 
Yue produced a masterclass. 

Qiu, who stole away Daley’s 
world title 12 months ago, quali¬ 
fied in first place after twice 
attracting 10s in a score of 563.55. 

Compatriot Lin Yue also notched 
a 10 as he finished 21.75 points 
further back and 20.70 up on of 
Daley. 

The Plymouth-diver returned to 
the Aquatics Centre less than 12 
hours after his poor display know¬ 
ing he needed to up his game. 

With two dives remaining he was 
safely placed in seventh but, with 
his back three-and-a-half somer¬ 
saults - which drew a score as 
low as three the previous night - 
to come, some nerves remained 
inside the Aquatics Centre. 

There need not have been as 
Daley responded in fine style with 
8.5s to grab his highest points 
score of the morning and virtually 
assure a place into the next round. 

He finished confidently with 
nines to ensure he can rest easier 
ahead of the Saturday night 
8.30pm final, when all scores are 
wiped - and when the eyes of the 
host nation were set to fall on him.

THE best seat in the house for 
London 2012 may well be the 
living room sofa in front of the 
box, with remote control in one 
hand and any drink you wish to 
consume in the other. 

But there is nothing quite like 
‘being there’. 

Having got lucky during the first 
ticket ballot several months ago I 
was fortunate enough to take the 
family to a day at the sailing in 
Weymouth, an afternoon at the vol¬ 
leyball and a morning in the basket¬ 
ball arena. 

With the slogan for London 2012 
being ‘Inspire a Generation’, it was 
only right that we took our 18- 
month-old son. 

He may not remember it in years to 
come but we have the pictures to 
prove it and his entry only cost £1. 

Bargain. 

First up was a sunny day on the 
Nothe in Weymouth after claiming 
some of the first sailing tickets sold 
for any Olympics. 

There was plenty of local interest. 

Southampton-born Iain Percy was 
sailing in the Star class with his best 
pal Andrew ‘Bart’ Simpson, while 
Lymington’s Ben Ainslie was com¬ 
peting in his Finn. 

We now know how they finished 
following the incredible drama on 
the Solent last Sunday afternoon, 
Percy just missing out on defending 
gold with Simpson - a silver at least 
ensuring a third Olympic podium 
finish - before Ainslie won a sensa¬ 
tional fourth Olympic gold. 

If there is a criticism of the Nothe it 
is that we did not have the best van¬ 
tage point of Ainslie and Percy. 

There is more than one Olympic 
course in Weymouth and, from 
where we were sat, even the 
strongest binoculars would not have 
been enough to see Team GB’s most 
successful sailors in action. 

But once security had removed the 
labels from our emptied drink bot¬ 
tles (they did not bear the logos of 
Olympic sponsors), the £35 admis¬ 
sion gave us an excellent view of 
Southampton Solent University’s 
Kate MacGregor and the rest of the 
Match Racing girls, including 
Kate’s sister Lucy, beating Portugal 
in their Elliot 6m. 

We also witnessed a disappointing 
start for our 49er pair, 
Southampton-born Ben Rhodes and 
Steve Morrison. 

But the atmosphere was terrific... 
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apart from a brief spat between an 
English group too easily aggravat¬ 
ed by a French party blocking their 
view. 

Flags from Sweden, Finland and 
the USA, as well as the French 
Tricolor, helped break up the 
waves of Union Jacks. 

And a few weeks after returning 
from his circumnavigation of the 


globe in the Volvo Ocean Race, dou¬ 
ble Olympic silver medallist Ian 
Walker made the trip down from 
Warsash to explain the goings on in 
layman’s terms via the big screen. 

Other famous sailors present 
included Sir Robin Knox-Johnston. 

It seemed to me that many of the 
crowd were not sailing aficionados 
but were simply there to sample the 
Olympic experience and enjoy a 
day out with a picnic by the sea, 
much like ourselves. 

For those who did not fancy sit¬ 


ting down all day, free tours of the 
historic Nothe fort were provided 
and it was an excellent idea to have 
replicas of the boats used by the 
Team GB crews on site, along with 
information for the uninitiated. 

An even better move was the pro¬ 
vision of free sailing lessons by the 
Royal Yachting Association on 
Weymouth beach last week. 

There was certainly more leg 
room on the Nothe than there was 
at Earls Court for the men’s volley¬ 
ball the following day.

side were surprisingly beaten on 
this occasion, 82-74 in a thriller. 

We could not begrudge the Aussies 
an 81-61 victory over the Chinese, so 
disappointing have their Games 
been. 

One feature of these Olympics has 
been the half-time entertainment at 
all the venues. 

The Bongo Cam has been the most 
popular, encouraging the audience 
to ‘beat’ the drums super-imposed 
on the big screen. 

We were also treated to a set from 
street dance group Twist and Pulse, 
former stars of Britain’s Got Talent, 
at half-time. 

Even the usually irritating 
Mexican Wave found its rightful 
place in the Basketball Arena as the 
NBA stars did their thing. 

One thing I am yet to see is a 
medal-winning Team GB perfor¬ 
mance. 

I hope that changes tomorrow, 
when mountain biker Liam Killeen 
attempts to add another cycling 
medal to our haul at Hadleigh Farm, 
Essex. 


Seeing lots of empty seats was 
also disappointing, particularly as 
this was the one venue where we 
were told we could not bring our 
son. 

But it was a privilege to watch 
Italy beat Argentina (3-1) and USA 
demolish Germany (3-0) from such 
close quarters. 

It was no surprise that all four 
teams reached Wednesday’s quar¬ 
ter finals. 

The best of the three venues we 
visited was undoubtedly the bas¬ 


ketball arena, where we saw 
France beat Lithuania and 
Australia dfeat China in the men’s 
preliminaries. 

You could not fail to be impressed 
by the professionalism of the mili¬ 
tary as they conducted the security 
checks at both Earls Court and the 
Olympic Park. 

I had been to Stratford four 
months earlier to take part in the 
Olympic Park Run, but the place 
was now fully landscaped, teeming 
with people from all corners of the 


globe and abuzz with excitement.

GREAT BRITAIN’S Ed McKeever 
won Olympic gold at Eton 
Dorney in the 200 metres kayak 
sprint. 

There was also Saturday 
bronze medal success for the 
two-man crew of Jon Schofield 
and Liam Heath. 

McKeever, 28, from Bradford- 
on-Avon, Wiltshire, led from the 
start in his race, crossing the line 
ahead of Spain’s Saul Craviotto 
Rivero and Canada’s Mark de 
Jonge. 

Schofield and Heath, both 27, 
were just behind the gold-win¬ 
ning Russian pair of Yury 
Postrigay and Alexander 
Dyachenko for much of their K2 
race 200m contest, and then lost 
out at the finish to the Belarus 
crew of Raman Piatrushenka and 
Vadzim Makhneu in the race for 
silver. 

In the women’s K1 200m, Jess 
Walker, 22, from Hampton Hill, 
London, made the final but fin¬ 
ished in seventh place. 

The race was won by New 
Zealand’s young kayaker, 23- 
year-old Lisa Carrington. The 
men’s 200m canoe sprint was 
won by Ukraine’s Yuri Cheban. 

The results took Britain’s 
medal haul in canoeing to four, 
achieving their pre-Games tar¬ 
get. The medals come after 
Etienne Stott and Tim Baillie won 
gold in the canoe slalom, while 
David Florence and Richard 
Hounslow took silver in the same 
event. 

McKeever’s time of 36.346 sec¬ 
onds was slightly slower than 
yesterday’s heats and semi¬ 



finals as he battled a headwind. 

He said he woke up this morn¬ 
ing at 5am “like a kid at 
Christmas wanting to open my 
presents”. Above he is is pic¬ 
tured with the best possible pre¬ 
sent. 

He added: “I was really just 
focused on the first two or three 
strokes and I wanted to nail 
those and get out cleanly.”

The 27-year-old, pictured, 
who scored the goal against 
New Zealand which set GB on 
their way to a first bronze 
medal for 20 years and only the 
second in their history, gave up 
the treat eight months ago.

Though there were pock¬ 
ets of fans cheering for 
other nations, the vast 
majority were very much 
behind Ben Ainslie. 

And they were the ones 
celebrating, on what has 
become known as ‘Ben’s 
Nevis’, as Ainslie won his 
fourth historic gold medal. 

The red, white and blue of 
the Great Britain flags have 
rarely been waved with so 
much excitement. 

But those scenes have 
been repeated at many 
other Olympic venues. 

Steve Smith, from 
Somerset, said that Ainslie, 
pictured below, was his ‘all- 
time hero’ and had been on 
the edge of his seat nervous¬ 
ly watching the medal race. 


He said: “I just felt like I 
needed counselling when he 
got half way through.” 

He added: “He is the great¬ 
est ever sailor and the 
greatest ever hero.” 

Mr Smith said he hoped 
that Ainslie would inspire a 
new generation of sailing 
stars as he himself had been 
inspired by Ainslie. 

Every time Ainslie’s name 
was mentioned on the com¬ 
mentary cheers, screams 
and shouts almost drowned 
it out. 

Mr Smith said he had felt 
so upset for the Star sailors, 
Southampton-born Iain 
Percy and Andrew 
Simpson, but added: “It was 
so nice to hear them say 
they could hear us cheering 
them on.” 

Friend Simon Martin said: 
“Hopefully Ben will be lots 
of youngsters’ hero and 
inspire them.” 

Dressed in a Union flag 
jacket, Rupert Taylor from 
Oxford wasdetermined to 
show his patriotic side. 

He said: “The crowds were 
incredible. I honestly don’t 
thinks there’s a country in 
the world that does it better 
than us. 

I felt terrified during Ben’s 
race. I felt there was a 
chance of not quite making 
gold. 

“I’m so happy Ben came 
out and did what he did.” 

Weymouth-born Richard 
Philpott said that Ainslie 
was a ‘fantastic fighter’. 


He said: “All week he’s 
come from behind. He’s 
been dogged and he’s a true 
Brit.” 

He added that he had come 
back to see Weymouth in its 
‘full majesty’. 

Mr Philpott said: “I’m so 
proud to come back and see 
my home town in its glory. 

“I’m immensely proud - 
it’s just beautiful.” 

Ainslie lit a red flare and 


received a standing ovation 
complete with singing of 
Rule Britannia as he stood 
in front of the home crowd. 

Not that everyone has 
enjoyed all the flag-waving. 

Morrissey, the Los 
Angeles-exiled former 
singer with 1980s band The 
Smiths, this week delivered 
a withering, contrarian 
view of the Olympics. 

“I am unable to watch the 


Olympics due to the bluster¬ 
ing jingoism that drenches 
the event. Has England ever 
been quite so foul with 
patriotism?” he wrote in a 
letter to his online fanzine 
True To You. 

“The ‘dazzling royals’ 
have, quite naturally, hi¬ 
jacked the Olympics for 
their own empirical needs, 
and no oppositional voice is 
allowed in the free press. 


“It is lethal to witness. 

“As London is suddenly 
promoted as a super-wealth 
brand, the England outside 
London shivers beneath 
cutbacks, tight circum¬ 
stances and economic disas¬ 
ters. 

“Meanwhile the British 
media present 24-hour cov¬ 
erage of the ‘dazzling roy¬ 
als’, laughing as they lav¬ 
ishly spend, as if such cov-

MANCHESTER United’s head 
of fitness and conditioning 
Tony Strudwick believes the 
staggering achievements of 
Britain’s Olympic cyclists 
prove sports science will con¬ 
tinue pushing back the 
boundaries of brilliance. 

Sir Alex Ferguson and his 
backroom team have been 
challenged like never before 
to ensure United are ready for 
their Premier League opener 
at Everton on August 20. 

With his squad returning at 
four different times - full-back 
Rafael will still be going in the 
Olympic final at Wembley on 
Saturday - Ferguson will be 
taking a close look at the rel¬ 
ative progress of each indi¬ 
vidual player before he 
selects his starting line-up at 
Goodison Park. 

Strudwick will not be pick¬ 
ing that team. But he will 
have measured fitness, in a 
manner few would have 
believed possible two 
decades ago. 

He has been impressed by 
the work of Team Sky who 
guided Bradley Wiggins to 
Tour de France victory and 
also several members of the 
Great Britain and other 
Olympic teams. 

Team Sky and the GB team 
are both led by performance 
director Dave Brailsford. 

“Team Sky have done it so 
well,” said Strudwick. 

“They work on what they 
can control. They do the sim¬ 
ple things well and pay atten¬ 
tion to detail. 

“I can see no reason why 
football won’t keep evolving 
either. We are still pushing 
the boundaries of human 
existence. 

“World records still get bro¬ 
ken in the 100m, so why 
should football be different?” 

Appointed in 2007 following 
three years working with 
Mark Hughes at Blackburn, 
Strudwick has been monitor¬ 
ing United’s players through 
every step of their 22,000 
mile pre-season globetrot¬ 
ting exercise. 

“Every player wears a 
GPS monitor every day, 
including matches,” said 
Strudwick. 

“Information 
comes from that 
every half a sec¬ 
ond. You literal¬ 
ly have thou¬ 
sands of bits 
of informa¬ 
tion - and 
that is only 
one piece of 
kit.” 

Over time, 
profiles are built 
up on every player 
- number and 
length of sprints, 
turns, tackles, 
endurance - all 
aimed at working 


out how close they are to 
their optimum at any given 
moment. 

And there is more to come. 

“From an intensity point of 
view, the game has moved 
on,” said Strudwick. 

“There are more runs, more 
passing sequences. Since 
2002, the number of sprints in 
the Premier League has dou¬ 
bled. 

“That is quantifiable data, 
from which you can ask more 
informative questions.” 

Already the information is 
so great it has to be filtered. 

“You run the risk of drown¬ 
ing in a sea of data,” said 
Strudwick. 

“If I wanted to, I could drop 
a 20-page dossier on the 
coaches’ desk every morning. 

“You cannot allow yourself 
to become too data driven so 
we have systems in place 
that allow us to use the 
meaningful stuff.” 

As scientific advances have 
continued, so have the train¬ 
ing schedules. 

There was a time when the 
first part of pre-season would 
be a sequence of long runs, 
with actual football being 
eased into the process, often 
over several weeks. 

Some coaches still sub¬ 
scribe to those methods. 

Not Strudwick, who prefers 
to concentrate on the core 
elements of matchday. 

“Sports science has allowed 
us to break down what hap¬ 
pens in a game - then you 
can train like it," said 
Strudwick. 

“I always used to work off 
players having 400 minutes of 
match time per pre-season. 

“But the key component is 
hitting that last 15 minutes of 
a Premier League game. That 
is when most goals are 
scored, when players have 
switched off and have to 
work hard to get the ball. 

“In the past, players 
might have been 
undercooked because 
they have had five 
lots of 75 minutes. 
Now we try and 
expose them to 90. 

“It used to make me 
laugh when people 
would say ‘he is 
all right to sit 
on the 

bench’. How 
could they 
know? 
“Now 
we have 
the tools 
to back it 
up. Fitness 
and technical 
coaches are 
_ more confident 
in saying ‘he is 
ready’.”

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“The one thing with an 
endurance sport, we aren’t 
blessed with incredible bodies 
because we have to be very 
skinny. We have to look very 
lean and I think one of the 
great things about being an 
athletic sprinter like Chris 
Hoy is that you’ve got an 
amazing body to show off.

FOUR-TIME 

Olympic gold medallist 
Ben Ainslie hopes he can 
use his success to get more peo¬ 
ple into sailing. 

The 35-year-old Lymington-based 
sailor has replaced Denmark’s leg¬ 
endary Paul Elvstrom as the most 
successful sailor in Games history, 
writes SIMON PEACH. 

Ainslie overcame the eight-time 
Olympian’s countryman Jonas Hogh- 
Christensen to top the Finn class 
podium and hopes it can help inspire 
a new generation of sailors. 

“I think the biggest misconception 
with sailing is that it is an elitist 
sport,” he said. 

“There are so many clubs around 
the country, not even on the coast but 
on lakes and reservoirs, and they all 
have initiatives to get kids into sail¬ 
ing. 

“The RYA (Royal Yachting 
Association) have a load of initiatives 
for all the clubs so if you rock up to 
your local club, you'll find it is a lot 
easier than you think to get into the 
sport. 

“And it is great because at the grass¬ 



roots 
level of 
the sport it 
is really inclusive, a 
lot of fun and a real fam¬ 
ily sport for kids and parents 
and you can take it as far as you want. 

“I am going to have to go away and 
think about that but, yeah, we should 
do something to get more people into 
the sport and really make the most of 
the opportunity we’ve got with sailing 
being one of our top sports.” 

Ainslie admits it is “very unlikely” 
he will get in the Finn again after 
what looks set to be his last Games, 
but he hopes that wider sailing suc¬ 
cess for Great Britain will follow. 

“We’re very good at Olympic sail¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“We have been good at single-hand¬ 
ed offshore sailing in the past and it 
would be nice if we could branch out 
into offshore sailing, the America’s 
Cup, other types of racing and be suc¬ 
cessful in that. 

“The America's Cup is the next goal. 
I have a new team, BAR (Ben Ainslie 
Racing), and also sailing with ORA¬ 
CLE Team USA in the America’s Cup 
next year. 

“Rio [de Janeiro 2016 Olympics] is 
way too far ahead [to think about]. 

“It can never get any better than 
this so whether I'd want to go through 
it, I don’t know.” 

There is talk that Ainslie's CBE 
could be followed up by a knighthood 
for his Olympic achievements. 

The sailor himself, though, was 
keen for his coach to take the plau¬ 
dits. 

“In regards to honours and those 
sorts of things, the one person that 
should actually be mentioned is my 
coach, David Howlett,” Ainslie said. 

“This is his fourth gold medal as a 
coach and he has been involved in 
numerous other challenges. 

“If anyone should be getting the 
plaudits, it is him.”

HAMPSHIRE athlete Dan 
McMillan cut an emo¬ 
tional figure as his 
London 2012 handball 
journey came to an end 
this week - but he 
insists it’s so long, not 
goodbye to the sport. 

To a man, the GB handball 
team had a varied and sacri¬ 
fice-laden journey to the 
Olympics. 

McMillan, born in 
Brockenhurst, is a relatively 
recent convert from 
American football, picked out 
by talent recruitment scouts. 

That journey culminated in 
making history at London 
2012 as the first-ever GB team 
to take part in an Olympic 
Games. 

On the playing side of 
things, their final foray into 
action ended in similar fash¬ 
ion to their opening four 
games - a plucky defeat, los¬ 
ing 41-24 to reigning Olympic 
silver medallists Iceland. 

However in that defeat 
McMillan admitted their 
London Olympic journey was 
defined - a journey that he 
was only too pleased to have 
been part of. 

“It was a really emotional 
time at the end of the game 
against Iceland ,” he said. 

“This has been a big part of 
our lives and the final game 
really defined our whole jour¬ 
ney. 

“It was great to play in it. 

“The feelings are mixed 
though because I am delight¬ 
ed to have been a part of it but 
it is sad that it has ended. 

“I am 30 on the night of the 


closing ceremony so I am 
going to have lots of things to 
think about what I am going 
to do next. 

“But either way, this has 
been an amazing journey.” 

McMillan and co - and the 
sport at large - now face an 
uncertain future. 

London 2012 has witnessed 
unparalleled investment in 
sport with teams like hand¬ 
ball created from near-noth- 
ing in order to fill host-nation 
spots at the Games. 

With the Games moving on 
to Rio for 2016, the expecta¬ 
tion is that minority sports 
might be living on borrowed 
time. McMillan is adamant 
that should not be the case, 
but also has his own ready¬ 


made contingency. 

“I am going to get involved 
with American football again 
a little bit I think but I defi¬ 
nitely want to keep playing 
handball as well,” he added. 

“We want handball to have 
a future in this country. 

“There has been some dia¬ 
logue already about what the 
next move is for the sport and 
so hopefully the funding will 
be there. 

“I have got a degree in sport 
management so maybe I 
could get involved with the 
sport in some way.” 

It was also an emotion end 
for McMillan’s team-mate 
Ciaran Williams this week. 

The 24-year-old has been a 
key player in the Team GB 



squad since its 
inception in 
2006 and 
has put 
his life 

o n 
hold in 
pursuit of 
the Olympic 

dream. 

He missed out on going to 
university and, along with 
many members of the squad, 
spent nights sleeping on a 
floor in various outposts of 
Europe after their develop¬ 
ment programme was hit by 
funding cuts. 

“I have managed to keep it 
all in for the other games, but 
it just came spilling out,” he 
said after the loss to Iceland. 


“There was no way 
I was keeping that in, six 
years of hard work has come 
to an end now. 

“It’s the greatest experience 
of my life. 

“That reception at the end 
there was an absolutely 
amazing experience.” 

Iceland coach Gudmundur 
Gudmundsson has given 
Great Britain optimism for 
the future. 

“The atmosphere in the 
Copper Box is fantastic,” he 
said. “This is my fifth 
Olympics and it's the best 
atmosphere of all. 

“It will take time for 
Britain. They need to learn 
from others and don’t need to 
reinvent the wheel.

have and the fitness levels 
involved and you can see 
why. 

“It’s great that the BBC 
have got behind handball, 
they got very enthusiastic 
about it during week one and 
I hope that part of the sport¬ 
ing legacy I’ve been talking 
about is to work with those 
governing bodies and govern¬ 
ment to make sure that there 
is a legacy for all the sports.

VOLLEYBALL star Lucy 
Wicks’ London 2012 
adventure is over, but 
she believes the lega¬ 
cy of their maiden 
Olympics will live on. 

The 27-year-old Poole- 
based star insisted GB 
bowed out with their 
heads held high, especial¬ 
ly when you consider the 
team receive no direct 
funding from UK Sport. 

And having taken the 
scalp of Algeria at London 
2012 Wicks is hoping the 
Games will be a spring¬ 
board for bigger and bet¬ 
ter things for the sport. 

“We did this for our¬ 
selves, we did it on our 
own and we have proved 
to everyone else we can do 
that,” she said. 

“We are disappointed 
not to reach the quarter¬ 
finals but the win was a 
fantastic achievement. 

“Everyone has had to 
make sacrifices to get to 
this point but they are all 
worth it. 

“We are so happy we are 
here competing and play¬ 
ing against the very best 
teams. 

“Sometimes just win¬ 
ning a point can be a big 
morale booster. 

“You don’t know what 
the long-term impact will 
be but hopefully it will put 
volleyball on the map. 

“People will see how 
much of a team sport it 
can be and enjoyable it is 
and we will get more 
numbers involved.” 

When Wicks and her 
colleagues left Earls 
Court after their final 
game against Japan hold¬ 
ing a homemade banner 
which read ‘thank you’, it 
summed up their heart¬ 
warming Olympic cam¬ 
paign. 

Self-made and full of 
effort. 

Stories of how the squad 
have funded their entire 
training programme 
themselves have become 


commonplace, so it was 
entirely fitting that their 
goodbye message was a 
felt-tipped one on a sheet 
of paper. 

Nothing flash but full of 
meaning. 

The emotion was not 
over either, with captain 
Lynne Beattie breaking 
down in tears in the post¬ 
match press conference 
after an impromptu 
address from the FIVB 
president Jozhong Wei 
saw him tell her she was a 
credit to her country. 

But when the upset sur¬ 
rounding what was, in 
truth, an expected early 


exit has died down, pride 
will surely be the overrid¬ 
ing feeling. 

The first-ever Games 
win over Algeria assured 
them of a place in British 
volleyball history, while 
interest in the sport on the 
streets has soared. 

Volleyball England have 
reported record numbers 
of phone calls and website 
hits, while on a more triv¬ 
ial level, players have 
seen their twitter follow¬ 
ers quadruple as a result 
of their new-found fame. 

“We're just normal peo¬ 
ple who have tried to do 
something special,” 


livewire libero Maria 
Bertelli said. 

“We don't want this to be 
the end of the journey. We 
have dreams to go to Rio 
in 2016 and we will do 
everything we can to 
make sure we are there.” 

Whether they can 
achieve that or not 
remains to be seen. 

Without host-nation sta¬ 
tus the world’s 69th- 
ranked side would have 
been nowhere near the 
Games and, for all the 
magic of their success last 
week, serious question 
marks remain. 

They are committed to a

qualifiers for the 
European League, but are 
currently looking at ways 
to fund flying the players 
back from their clubs for a 
world championship pre¬ 
liminary in January.

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Doctor’s orders cut no ice with John 


STORIES of athletes going the extra 
mile and making sacrifices in pursuit 
of the Olympic dream are probably 
well told by now. 

Many members of Team GB who 
have not been fortunate enough to 
receive heavy funding have slept on 
floors, lived away from home and 
given up their everyday lives in a bid 
to make London 2012. 

However, handballer John Pearce, 
from Poole went through more than 
most to get there after defying doc¬ 
tor’s orders to recover from a rup¬ 
tured anterior cruciate ligament in 
just three months. 

The 24-year-old winger suffered the 
injury in an Olympics warm-up com¬ 
petition in April and he was immedi¬ 
ately told he would not make this 
summer’s showpiece. 

But having already been on a long 
journey, which included working as a 
removal man in Norway, he was not 


about to let the small matter of a seri¬ 
ous knee injury, which can keep foot¬ 
ballers out for over a year, get in his 
way. 

After snubbing surgery and embark¬ 
ing on his own private treatment 
plan, Pearce did the impossible and 
made the Games, playing a part in 
every game of Great Britain’s cam¬ 
paign in the men's handball competi¬ 
tion. 

“There were a lot of hard conversa¬ 
tions and basically I was told that I 
wouldn’t make the Olympics,” he 
said. 

“You try and kid yourself that it 
won’t be that bad and then, when I 
was told the news a few days later 
after a scan, our doctor had tears in 
her eyes, because it was like a death 
sentence. 

“Basically I just ignored her. I just 
refused to believe that was it and 
that’s why I went and did my own 



thing instead of going the normal way 
recommended. 

“It has been tough, I am one of the 
first people ever that have come back 
so quickly from an injury like this and 
I had a scan yesterday and it showed I 
had no ACL still. 

“To get here, I went out to Slovenia 
and saw what I can only describe as 
magic healers. I had private therapy 
sessions in Leicester and basically it 
was 24 hours a day of rehab and train¬ 
ing. 

“I didn’t have a rest day for three 
months, I put the electrodes on, went 
in the gym, got up in the middle of the 
night to ice my knee, all this sort of 
stuff. It is the hardest thing I have 
ever done, all for the goal of the 
Olympics.” 

With Great Britain’s involvement 
now over after a torrid time in 
the Copper Box, Pearce is taking 
time to assess his options, 


with surgery still a possibility. And 
that has given him opportunity to 
reflect on an Olympic experience he 
admits was worth all of the heartache. 

“Because I have rushed things and 
not let my body heal I have to take a 
bit of time off and see how I feel,” he 
added. “I still have the option of 
surgery. It is a waiting game, but now 
I have achieved this goal of playing in 
the Olympics I can just take a step 
back and relax. 

“Walking out and playing against 
France, the half-time result against 
Iceland, the Copper Box in general, 
every time you walked in you never 
wanted to leave- they were all high¬ 
lights. 

“It has been an amazing experience 
and far better than I imagined. You 
can hear the Olympic Stadium from 
my room in the Olympic village and 
whenever a Team GB athlete com¬ 
petes it’s just amazing.”

SOUTH coast beach volleyball star Zara Dampney 
and Shauna Mullin hope the experience of their 
Olympics debut at Horse Guards Parade can drive 
them all the way to a second appearance on the 
sport’s biggest stage in Rio in 2016. 

The British pair crashed out of London 2012 after one win 
from four matches in the women’s tournament, but more than 
held their own against some of the world’s best players. 

The sport’s outing in Westminster has raised its profile in this 
country to a new level, and hopes are high that 2012 will prove 
a watershed for beach volleyball in this country. 

A host-nation berth will obviously not be the preserve of the 
British in Brazil in four years' time, so to taste the Olympics 
again Christchurch-born Dampney and Mullin will have to 
qualify on merit. 

That effectively means the Brits will have to crack the world’s 
top 16 between now and the summer of 2016, and Edinburgh- 
based Mullin believes the experience of playing in London will 
be key if that dream is to be realised. 

“Being at the Olympics was major and we've definitely 
learned a lot of lessons and there's stuff that we can work 
towards for Rio,” the 27-year-old said. 

“We're just trying to soak up everything. 

“Zara and I are really quite young in terms of beach volleyball 
experience, and though it's becoming more of a physical game, 
so much of it is about experience - knowing when to push in a 
set, what to do at certain times. 

“Although physically and technically we can compete, I think 
it's the experience side that's going to have to work out over the 
next four years.” 

Asked if Rio was a realistic target, Dampney said: “Yes. We 
need to talk to our coaches a lot and we don’t know how it's 
going to work out in terms of funding. 

“We need to regroup, clear our minds and see how we're going 
to go forward.” 

The duo believe Team GB’s ‘Super Saturday’ - when six gold 
medals were won by the host nation in athletics, cycling and 
rowing - is testament to what can be achieved with the right 
organisation. 

They hope the lessons can be applied to British beach volley¬ 
ball in the years ahead. “You need to be nurtured, everything 
needs to be under control, you need structure in terms of all the 
different elements that go together, it’s not just our technical 
training, everything has to work together,” said Dampney. 

“Rowing and athletics have had years and years of history, 
they have people involved in the sport that have been involved 
for so long - they’ve been to so many Olympics - that they can 
pass down their experience to the athletes. 

“Beach volleyball obviously doesn’t have that history and it 
does not have the expertise that we need to get those medals. 

“I guess that’s the next step so we can go to the next level.”

HAVING been more used to LV 
County Championship relegation 
battles in recent seasons, James 
Tomlinson is relishing the race for 
promotion. 

Tomlinson took the wicket that ensured first divi¬ 
sion survival against Kent at Canterbury two years 
ago. 

But, after the disappointment of relegation on the 
final day of last season, he is helping lead the 
charge for an immediate return to the top flight. 

With four games of the season remaining - 
against Northants (h), Leicestershire (a), Essex (h) 
and Derbyshire (a) - Hampshire are well placed in 
second, despite the disappointment of this week’s 
draw against Gloucestershire at Bristol. 

Hampshire were on course for a vital win when 
Gloucestershire concluded the penultimate day on 
102-4-a lead of 97. 

But with the sun out and Dimi Mascarenhas’s 
injured back keeping him out of the attack, 
Gloucestershire’s batsmen ensured a draw by 
making 277 in their second innings. 

Tomlinson, pictured, gave Hampshire some hope 
with two wickets in successive balls, but the failure 
to take more than one during the morning session 
meant that Giles White’s side had to settle for eight 
points each. 

“It was disappointing that it didn’t happen for 
us,” reflected Tomlinson, who finished with 2-73, 
having trapped Paul Muchall and Richard 
Coughtrie - both Ibw - in the tenth over with the 
second new ball late in the afternoon. 

“It wasn’t through lack of effort, we just weren’t 
quite good enough to win the game,” he contin¬ 
ued. “It was good to get in a winning position but 
the weather didn’t help - it hasn’t helped anyone 
all season! 

“It would have been an awesome game if we 
hadn’t lost most of the second day to rain and 
that’s a shame. 

“If we’d got a full game in, we’d have been chas¬ 
ing around 270 on the final day to win which would 
have been brilliant for everyone. 

“But it’s been the story of the season. It’s hard to 
compare the standard with the first division 
because the rain has led to a lot of draws and 
manufactured finishes. 

“The best game we’ve had was against 
Glamorgan at home and that was because we had 


four days of uninterrupted cricket. 

“But we could still have got the win against 
Gloucestershire and should have bowled better on 
the penultimate evening. It would have been good 
to have started the final day with them six down. 

“We also felt we were a bit unlucky to only get 
one wicket before lunch. Although I took two quick 
wickets we needed to go bang, bang a lot earlier 
than we did. 

“Not having Dimi in that second innings made it 
more difficult and recent results at Bristol show 
that the wickets there get better as games go on, 
which is why we bowled first. 

“But we still had enough bowlers. And, to be fair, 
I was impressed with how Gloucestershire batted. 
Ian Cockbain, Dan Housego and Richard Coughtrie 
all batted very well for a long period of time and 
their innings were all pretty chanceless.” 

Hampshire’s draw was still enough for them to go 
second - level on points with third-placed 
Yorkshire - following Kent’s defeat against Essex 
at Canterbury yesterday. 

But Tomlinson admits that it looks to be a battle 
for second. Hampshire’s last game is at Derby, but 
the leaders are 26 points clear, with a game in 
hand. 

“It’s very tight, there are four or five teams in with 
a chance and maybe more,” said Tomlinson. “At 
this time of year, it’s all about momentum. 

“Every single game we play now is massive, 
which has been the case for a while, but I think we 
would all agree that Derbyshire deserve to be 
where they are. 

“They have played the best cricket and realisti¬ 
cally the rest of us are going for that second spot.” 

Only Kent’s Charlie Shreck has taken more sec¬ 
ond division wickets than David Balcombe (41 at 
26.6), but Tomlinson’s 27 at 25.6 top Hampshire’s 
averages. 

Both have benefited from Hampshire’s policy of 
leaving more grass on their Championship wickets. 

“I feel I’ve been bowling well for a long period of 
time now but have struggled in the past on the 
slower wickets like we’ve had in the past,” 
Tomlinson said. “I’m generally more successful at 
grounds where there’s a bit more carry.”
